These chinch bug s are infected 
by the most a p p ro ved m ethods at 
the station, and are-then, upon the 
request of the farmers, sent over 
the countrv. 
T h e infected bug s 
are turned 
loose in the fields that are being 
destroyed by chinch bug s and rid 
them of the pest by g iving the well 
bug s the disease. 
T h e station first 
took 
up 
I he 
w ork 
of 
infecting 
chinch 
bug s 
several years ag o, w hen they were 
very num erous 
and 
were 
doing 
much 
dam ag e. 
O w ing 
to 
the 
(|uantities of bug s sent 
out 
the 
nuisance was to 
a 
larg e 
extent 
abated, and it is only this year that 
the bug s have reappeared in q ua n­ 
tities. 
T h e station, how ever, has 
re-commenced its w ork, and ex­ 
pects soon to g et the bug s killed 
out.

ary compensation. 
The invention 
was 
made in the interest of hu­ 
manity, he says, and if the go v­ 
ernment wishes to benefit the peo­ 
ple by providing them with these 
annihilators he will turn over to it 
his patent rights. 
The annihilator is a small can­ 
non with a weather vane and an 
air trigger. 
The weather vane is 
for the purpose of aiming the can­ 
non, which rests upon a 
pivot. 
W hen a cyclone 
approaches the 
vane turns the cannon so it points 
directly at the funnel-shaped cloud. 
"When the wind reaches a velocity 
of 65 miles an hour it will spring 
the trigger and fire the cannon. 
T he projectile fired into the revolv­ 
ing cloud will throw it oft its bal­ 
ance and it will scatter into a harm­ 
less zephyr. 
Nlr. Betts says he got his inspira­ 
tion from the story of a hunter 
who was overtaken on a prairie in 
Iowa by a tornado.

In giving out the letter for pub­ 
lication Mr. W agner tells that he 
was 
born in 
Franklin 
county , 
Tennessee, in 1816, adding: 
“ In 
1839 ^ came to Crawford county , 
Arkansas, where I ’ve lived ever 
since, having made no pretensions 
to any thing but farming. 
“ I voted for Martin Van Buren 
in 1S40, and have voted for every 
democratic 
'candidate 
for 
the 
presidency ever sinca (Bry an being 
the last) with one exception. 
On 
account of illness I failed to reach 
the polls to vote for Horace Gree­ 
ley , and I am glad of it. 
I am 81 
y ears old, have never had a fight, 
never been in the penitentiary , nor 
in the A rkansas legislature.” 
Gen. Jackson’s letter, dated at 
the Hermitage, near Nashville, is 
as follows : 
“ M y 
Dear 
Sir— I 
have 
the 
pleasure to acknowledge the re­ 
ceipt of y our letter of .the loth of 
last June, and I am truly happy to 
know that y ou and y our amiable 
wife are still in the land of the 
living, surrounded by y our dear 
children. 
I can assure y ou that I 
have not forgotten y ou 
nor the 
B eans; 
they were amongst my 
first acquaintances in Tennessee— 
amongst my Erst compatriots in 
arms and in the field, from w’hom 1 
alway s, and on the most try ing oc­ 
casions, received the most prompt 
and efficient aid. 
“ No, mv dear sir, I have not 


forgotten y ou, and as long as my 
faculty of recollection remains I 
cannot 
forget the Russells and 
the Beans. 
My memory for y our 
father and his noble deeds in war 
is as fresh as it was when he was 
so gallantly leading on his com­ 
pany to battle and to victory . 
I 
never can forget him or y our gal­ 
lant brother, who was wounded in 
the battle of Tallahatchy , and died 
of his wounds, and tlie arduous 
and long and gallant service of 
y our father throughout the whole 
war. 
It w’ould give me great pleasure 
to see y ou at the Hermitage. 
1 
am greatly debilitated— reduced to 
a skeleton, with 
constant 
cough 
and pain in my left side, 
with, 
lately , great shortness of breath. J 
can scarcely wield my pen.

delighted to hear from y ou and 
y our numerous family ,

at­ 
tempt it. 
It is true we have been cursed 
with 
wliigrgery in Tennessee for 
several y ears— led into it by two of 
the most arch hy pocrites— Bell and 
E. H. Foster— the world was ever 
cursed with.

L dtimore 
nominated Polk for president, and 
Dallas for vice, the democracy is 
reunited— gathering strength from 
the whigs, 
w'ho are abandoning 
Clay daily , and next November 
will bury whiggery in Tennessee, 
and over the whole United States; 
and federal 
whiggery 
will 
be 
buried, 1 trust forever. 
The exciting question between 
the democrats and federal whigs 
and abolitionists is the annexation 
of Texas, the democrats viewing it 
as absolutely necessary to annex 
Texas to the United States, to shut 
out all British and foreign inilu- 
ence from tampering with tlie In­ 
dians on our western frontier, and 
with our slaves in the south and 
west.

L e b a n o n , M o. , June 17.— Sin­ 
cerely mourned by the people who 
had long known and loved him and 
whom

had faithfully served, 
Richard Parks Bland, 
the 
great 
commoner, was laid to rest in the 
quiet little Catholic cemetery here 
this afternoon. 
M any of the most famous char­ 
acters of the country stood beside 
the grave, men of all sections unit­ 
ing to pay tribute to the sterling 
manhood of the dead silver cham­ 
pion, 
while 
his neighbors 
per­ 
formed the last sad rites. 
The funeral services were held 
at the opera house, where the body 
had lain in state since yesterday 
afternoon. 
The 
building 
was 
packed. 
A ll business in the town 
was suspended. 
Speaker J. W . Farris was mas­ 
ter of ceremonies. 
The choir sang 
“ Nearer, M y God, to T h ee, ” and 
R e v . J. W . Wilkinson, of the Epis­ 
copal church, led the prayer. 
The sermon was 
delivered by 
R ev. W . K . Collins, of the M. E. 
church. 
He declared that Bland 
was a Christian in everything but 
name, and dwelt upon his leading 
characteristics — charming 
sim­ 
plicity, 
unimpeachable 
honesty, 
unswerving courage and constant 
benevolence. 
The 
audience 
was 
deeply moved as the preacher spoke 
of the dead 
statesman’s faithful 
work. 
Then the Masons took charge of 
the 
body. 
Past 
Grand 
Master 
Gillis 
conducted 
the 
Knights 
Tem plar 
ritual, 
while 
J. W . 
Farris, a life-long friend of Mr. 
Bland, led the Masonic lodge in 
the solemn services for the dead. 
T he ceremony closed with a prayer 
by R ev. J. E. Alexander, of the 
M . E . church, south. 
The procession to the cemetery 
was headed by the local Knights 
Templars, mounted, and the con­ 
gressional esccrt in carriages. 
The 
hearse was followed by the mem­ 
bers of the Bland family in car­ 
riages, the local lodge of Masons 
marching and the Springfield com- 
mandery of Knights Templars. 
A 
host of distinguished visitors and 
practically every citizen of Leba­ 
non followed on the march to the 
cemetery. 
A t the grave a brief address was 
made by R ev.

out of their confidence, and

hold-up would have been success­ 
fully carried out at some

date, when possibly Express Mes­ 
senger Grimshaw would have been 
killed.

truth ? and 
the 
judge was positive he did. 
Passing to the plea of insanity. 
Judge Shirk said there was not a 
particle of evidence to show that 
the defendant was insane at 
the 
time of the attempted hold-up. He 
reviewed the evidence of each of 
the witnesses for the defense along 
that line, and said there was not a 
scintilla 
of evidence to show that 
Stubblefield, masked and armed, 
did not know that he was doing a 
w rong act when he attempted to 
hold up and rob the 
Lexington 
branch train. 


L a w y e r John D. Dale. 
Judge Shirk was 
followed by 
L a w y er John D . Dale, of Shelby- 
ville, M o., for the defense. 
He 
spoke only thirty minutes, but he 
commanded the rapt attention of 
the large audience and made an 
argument that carried considerable 
w eight with it. 
Mr. Dale began by regretting 
that Judge Longan had limited the 
arguments, and then informed the 
jury that he did not want to be 
held responsible for the act of any 
other attorney 
interested 
in the 
case. 
Judge Shirk said he 
was not 
here to defend E. H. Adam s, said 
Mr. Dale, and yet the judge de­ 
voted full ten minutes to his de­ 
fense. 
I shall not abuse Mr. Adams, 
continued Mr. Dale, but will leave 
him to this jury. 
I will say, how ­ 
ever, that if the good people of 
Pettis county will get up a petition 
my people in Shelby county will 
sign it, asking his Satanic majesty 
to send Judas Iscariot up to earth 
in order that room may be made 
in hell for E . H. Adams. 
Mr. Dale said the attorneys for 
the defense had been criticised by 
Judge Shirk for appearing in be­ 
half of this defendant, whose men­ 
tality was writhing and twisting 
upon its throne. 
So far as he indi­ 
vidually was concerned, he had not 
been employed in the case, nor did 
he ever expect to get so much as a

Mr. Dale then reviewed the evi­ 
dence in substantiation of the claim 
that defendant was insane at the 
time the crime was committed, and 
said he did not see how the jury 
could discredit it. 
A t 4 -.30 p. m. a recess was taken 
until 7 130 o ’clock. 


iiight Session. 
H . B. Shain, who recently re­ 
moved here from Shelbyville, made 
the opening argument for the de­ 
fense 
after the supper hour and 
acquitted himself most creditably. 
H e began by stating that it was 
the first time that he, a native M is­ 
sourian, had had an opportunity of 
addressing a Pettis county jury in 
so important a case, and he desired 
to assure them that what he might 
say would come from the inner­ 
most depths of his heart. 
H e charged that the prosecution 
had not been fair in the conduct of 
its case. 
Mr. Steele, in his open­ 
ing statement, had promised to put 
a mysterious fourth man, an elec­ 
trician, on the stand, who would 
testify that the defendant was in a 
deep conspiracy to not only rob the 
Lexington branch train, but to rob 
the Bank of Commerce and com­ 
mit 
robberies 
in 
other 
towns. 
W here, said Mr. Shain, is 
this 
wonderful 
fourth man— this elec­ 
trician who was to invent a ma­ 
chine for melting the safe in the 
vault of the Bank of Commerce? 
W h y had he not been produced.^ 
Not one word had been introduced 
in substantiation of Mr, Steele’s 
opening statement along this line, 
and the jury was warned to beware 
of oth^r statements that Mr. Steele 


might make in his closing argu­ 
ment. 
Mr. Shain then said the defense 
had never claimed Stubblefield was 
not present at the attempted hold­ 
up, 
He was there, of course, said 
the speaker, because the Missouri 
Pacific R a ilw a y Co. saw to it that 
he was taken there— taken by the 
man Adams, who was 
to 
get a 
part of the swag, and who knew 
the two 
defendants were 
being 
taken to the scene to be shot down 
like dogs by armed detectives. 
Judge Shirk was criticised for 
having referred to “ A d am s’ heroic 
act,” and the statement was made 
that Adam s would never be prose­ 
cuted for his connection with the 
crime if the Missouri Pacific people 
could prevent it. 
Judas Iscariat 
got thirty pieces of silver for be­ 
traying our Savior, said Mr. Shain, 
but Adams says he got nothing for 
botraying his friend Stubblefield. 
Mr. Shain said the question of 
the sanity of the defendant was 
not the most imoortaiit in this case,

but if the Missouri Pacific olTicials 
could have proved him sane they 
would have left nothing undone to 
accomplish it. 
Mr. Shain closed his thirty min­ 
utes’ argument by charging that it 
was Detective Tom Furlong who 
stopped, detained and arrested the 
train, and 
not 
Stubblefield 
and 
West. 


Hon. John Casliman. 
Hon. John Cashman made the 
closing argument for the defense, 
and frequently during his remarks 
many females in the audience were 
moved to tears. 
He made a mas­ 
terful plea for his client, and the 
hour allotted to him expired before 
he had an opportunity of present­ 
ing his peroration. 
Mr. Cashman stated that the in­ 
vestigation 
began 
last 
Monday, 
and he complimented the jury for 
its intelligence and the close atten­ 
tion it had 
paid to the evidence 
submitted. 
The 
jury 
had 
seen 
punishment 
meted 
out 
to 
Mr. 
Steele and himself for transgressing 
the rules of the 
court, and 
the 
speaker 
said it 
was 
right 
they 
should have been punished. 
His 
only excuse was that in his zeal in 
looking after the interests of his 
client he had 
made 
use of lan­ 
guage that should have remained 
unspoken, but he maintained that 
no defendant should be held re­ 
sponsible for the shortcomings of 
his attorney. 
Conclusive proof had been of­ 
fered, the speaker said, of the men­ 
tal derangement of the defendant, 
and he did not believe the 
jury 
would add to his already great af­ 
fliction by finding him guilty as 
charged in 
the 
indictment. 
No 
man can be convicted, under the 
law, if he has not a clear and dis­ 
tinct understanding as to thedifler- 
ence between right and wrong. 
Mr. 
Cashman 
spoke 
in 
kind 
terms of Supt. Hopkins, Supt. Stil- 
well. Conductor Lewis and E n g i­ 
neer Daniels, but for E. II. Adams 
and the Missouri Pacific detectives 
he had only words of severest con­ 
demnation, and eloquently at times 
did he pay his respects to them. 
The speaker declared that there 
was not the least doubt that Eli J. 
Stubblefield was insane at the time 
the crime was committed. 
It had 
been proved by a score of as reput­ 
able witnesses as there are in Seda- 
lia, and not a voice in dissent had 
the state presented outside of the 
aguments of Judge Shirk. 
The speaker presented a number 
of instances in substantiation of 
his statement that his client was 
insane, and his remarks when he 
spoke of Mrs. Stubblefield’s testi­ 
mony were quite touching. 
A s to the story of E. H. Adams, 
Mr. Cashman said 
no 
one 
who 
heard him believed a single whifl 
of the breath that gave his words 
utterance. 
This man Adams pre­ 
tended to be the friend of West 
and 
Stubblefield, 
yet 
he 
drove 
them out to the scene of the hold­ 
up to be shot down in their tracks 
by the armed detectives he knew 
would be there to await their com- 
ing. 
Mr. Cashman called attention to 
tlie fact that subpomas had been 
sent to St. Louis to be served upon 
Detectives Ellis and Wilhelm, al­ 
leged to have been discharged by 
Mr. Furlong because they would 
not change their report of the hold­ 
up to suit him, but the 
subpo*- 
nas had been returned with the in­ 
formation that the parties could 
not 
be 
found. 
That 
this 
should 
have 
been the case Mr. 
Cashman thought was peculiar, to 
say the least. 
In 
concluding, 
Mr. 
Cashman 
pleaded with the jury not to drag 
his insane client from his wife and 
children and commit him to the 
penitentiary 
for 
a 
term 
of ten 
years, the lowest punishment under 


tlie law.

Mr. Steele's Argument. 
The closing argument was made 
by lio n . W . D. Steele, and the 
universal 
verdict 
was 
that 
he 
never made a stronger plea either 
in the prosecution or defense ot a 


case. 
He met the arguments of 
the defense all along the line in 
a manner that showed thorough 
familiarity v/ith the w eek’s work, 
and the general comment at the 
close was that if a verdict of guilty 
was not returned the fault c udd 
not be laid at his door. 
He began by saying that tiie in­ 
dictment in the case charged W^est 
and Stubblefield with 
aiiempted 
train robbery, but. ujhtead, the at­ 
torneys for the defense had tried 
the Missouri Paciric R ailw ay Co., 
Judge Shirk, Supts. Hopkins and 
and Stilwell, Tom Furlong, E, H. 
Adams, all of the detectives, and, 
last, the county attorney, whom 
they had convicted. 
IVlr. Steele said that he, how­ 
ever, 
proposed to 
try 
the 
red- 
handed train robber, the man who 
was willing to shoot down and 
murder Express Messenger John 
Grimshaw, and the man who at 
that moment was the coolest and 
most collected of anyone 
in the 
court room. 
TLii speaker called attention to 
the eliorts of the defense to obtain 
bench warrants for tlie arrest of 
Edw ard H. Adams and Robert R . 
Cunnii.gham, and then laughingly 
informed ISIessrs. Cashman, Dale 
and Shain that he was not to be 
caught in any such trap. 
The minute the men were ar­ 
rested on bencii wuirrants, said Mr. 
Steele, 
the 
state 
could 
not use 
them as witnesses against West, 
and this w'as the object in asking 
for the warrants. 
In the language 
of Gen. Grant, he did not propose 
to let any guilty man escape, but 
just at this 
time 
he 
was 
after 
Stubblefield 
and 
West, 
and 
he 
thought 
there 
was 
room 
enough 
either 
in 
hell 
or 
tlie 
Missouri penitentiary for tlie whole 
crowd, and it rested with the jury 
to say which place. 
Mr. Steele called 
attention to 
the utterance of ^Ir. Dale, to the 
effect that he was defending Stub­ 
blefield without hope of reward, 
either now' or hereafter, and the 
speaker was not sure the people of 
Pettis county 
w'ouid 
feel 
under 
obligations to the distinguished at­ 
torney coming here from vSheiby 
county and using his ability in the 
direction of turning a red-handed 
train robber loose upon the com­ 
munity. 
Mr. Steele said the attorneys for 
the defense had called attention to 
everything except their client. 
He 
claimed| it was the lantern swung by 
Stubi)lefield that stopped the Lex­ 
ington branch train and not fl'orii 
Furlong. 
If Engineer DanieLIiad 
not stopped the train in response 
to the signal, but had 
continued 
ahead, running into a ditch 
and 
killing one or more passengers, he 
would have been liable to prosecu­ 
tion for manslaugliter. 
There had been an effort, ^Ir. 
Steele said, to carry the jury away 
from the robbery. 
The attorneys 
for the defense had made no open 
statement, but had objected to his. 
He had started to interrogate Mr. 
Adams in regard to the conspiracy 
to rob the Bank of Commerce, he 
said, but instantly the three attor­ 
neys for the defense had interposed 
objections, and that wuis why the 
mvsterious 
fourth man 
had not 
been 
placed 
upon 
the 
wdtness 
stand. 
Mr. Steele hooted at the idea 
that Stubblefield was insane, and 
aroused the ire of the leading coun­ 
sel for the defense by saying that 
Mr. Cashman was forty times more 
insane than was his client. 
Mr. Cashman objected 
to 
the 
language, wdien Mr. Steele asked, 
“ H ow are you going to help it ?” 
but ( | uiet was restored by the in­ 
terference 
of 
the 
court. 
Mr. 
Steele stated that the defense never 
thought of pleading insanity until 
they realized the strengtli of the 
state’s case, and then they resorted 
to that subterfuge. 
He called at­ 
tention to the fact that Stubble­ 
field was arranging for the 
train 
robbery as early as last Alay, and 
in behalf of the 3,cx)0 railroad men 
of Sedalia Mr. 
Steele demanded 
that the jury bring in a verdict of 
guilty, and that he be not ^given 
the minimum punishment, 
l o a c - 
( | uit the defendant, saidlvir. Steele, 
would be a travesty on justice, and 
after expressing his sympathy for 
the wife of the accused he closed 
his argument. 


The Jui y Retired. 
The case was given to the jury 
at 
10:30 o’clock last night, and 
they at once left the court room. 
A t 
I :4 5 o’clock this morning 
they retired for the night, as they 
had not been able to agree upon a 


verdict. 
A ll muiuier of rumors were 
in 
circulation on the street after the 
midnight hour, but they were only 
rumors, and were treated as such. 
judge Loiiiran lett for home at 
midnight, 
requesting 
that he be 
sent for if a verdict was 
reached, 
but it was not necessary to disturb 


him. 
, 
. 
Defendant Stubblehela was, as 
Mr. Steele said, the coolest man in 
the court room 
while 
the argu­ 


ments were being made. 
He never 
flinched even when being referred 
to as a “ red-handed train robber,” 
and after the jury retired he laugh­ 
ed and talked with his relatives as 
if he had not the least fear as to 
the outcome. 
Mrs. Stubblefield remained with 
her husband until assured no ver­ 
dict would be reached last night, 
and then went home to speculate 
upon what the verdict would be. 
A il manner of speculations were 
indulged in after the jury had re­ 
tired, the most general belief being 
that the trial would result in a hung 
jury.
